February 2005 is acknowledged. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) because 
reference character "26" has been used to designate both a window and a hook, as seen in Figure 
1 and described on page 11, lines 18 and 20. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing 
sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Morse et al. 
(2003/012763SA1). 

Morse discloses motor drive controller for a hoist having a casing 30 with a bi-directional 
drive motor 24 having a drive shaft 32 located within the casing comprising: 

a position encoder including a position sensor 48 (paragraph 40, lines -38) also located 
within the chain hoist casing, 

a direct mechanical drive coupling 42a from the chain drive shaft 32 to position sensor 48 
also located within the casing, and 

a tracking controller 36 also located within the casing and coupled to receive digitized 
electrical position outputs generated by the position sensor (paragraph 52) and to provide drive 
outputs that accelerate rotation of the drive shaft upon movement of the drive shaft from a 
stopped condition to a rotating condition and which decelerate rotation of the drive shaft as the 
position outputs approach an externally determined destination position (paragraph 52-53). 

The recitation in the preamble of claim 10 that hoist is a clyn motor hoist, relates only to 
a possible or intended use of the device being claimed, but does not further structurally limit the 
device. 

In regards to claim 11, Morse discloses a motor amplifier 34 interposed between the 
motor drive 24 and the tracking controller 36 and a digital-to-analog converter. 

In regards to claim 12, Morse discloses that the signals produced by the tracking 
controller 36 are digital and are converted to analog, then the motor amplifier sends analog 
signals to the motor 24. 
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In regards to claim 13, Morse discloses a motor stabilizing circuit to hold the load in 
place when the intend position has been achieved (paragraph 43). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 14 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
